London, July 1.—One of the pret- 
tiest ceremonies of the coronation 
was the entertainment of 100,000 
children at Crystal palace by the king 
and Queen Mary yesterday afternoon. 

There were fifty thousand little 
girls and fifty thousand future soldiers 
of the empire, and at the close of this 
unique fete there were a hundred 
thousand glad little smiles and the 
same number of souvenir mugs in so 
many. little hands, commemorating 
the event. 

The king’s “school children com- 
mittee,” composed of Sir William 
Carrington, the lord mayor, Sir John 
Kirk and five others of the most 
prominent men of London, selected 
the children by lot, the drawings be- 
ing made in each of the London county 
| council elementary schools by the 
teachers, who accompanted their 
charges at the head of five divisions, 
each of which was divided into twenty 
| regiments. 

The army of little ones was con- 
veyed to Crystal palace by special 
trains and, upon their arrival, there 
began five solid hours of merrymak- 
ing. The children were first treated 
to a scene from the Pageant of Lon- 
don, perhaps the most impressive one 
of all, for in It were grouped the 
representatives of Greater Britain over 
| the seas. Then refreshments were 
| served, and the mugs which the king 
gave to each child were presented. 

Next the children were permitted to 
go to the many entertainments which 
the Festival of Empire and the Crys- 
tal palace this year affords. When 
the afternoon was over, the children 
enjoyed a farewell glimpse of their 
monareh as he stood on a specially 
built balcony, waving kisses to them, 
while they all saluted him. 


CHINESE FUNERAL AT SEA‘ 


| Sailor's Body Committed to the Deep 
With Weird Ceremony 

Boston, Juty 1.—Ahr Fong, a 
Chinese fireman, died when the Man- 
churian liner Matoppa was 200 miles 
off shore, and when the steamship 
made this port Captain Dormand re- 
ported the weirdest sea funeral ever 
heard of. 

The thirty other Chinamen aboard 
put a snow white shroud on the body 
and spent all night in Confucian in- 
cantations. They had the hold dec- 
orated with mourning emblems and 
hieroglyphic appeals to their gods. 

The next morning the head China- 
men came aft and asked the skipper 
to stop the engines and turn the bow 
toward China, which he did. The 
Celestials brought the body on deck 
and paraded while they sang a burial 
service. When the body was slipped 
overboard it had with it a tin filled 
with food and matches. 

The Chinamen said Ahr Fong's 
spirit would go straight to the Flowery 
Kingdom. The matches were to light 
his way under the water, where it was 
dark, and the food to keep him strong 
during the journey.

Prospect For Immediately Regaining 
Control of Jewish National Soil 
Would Be Brighter If Young Turks 
Were to Meet With Defeat—Zion- 
ists Will, However, Maintain Neu- 
tral Attitude Toward Politics 


Tannersvide, N. Y¥., July 3.—To 
' Duy 100,000 acres of land annually in 
Palestine in order to establish col- 
onies of Jews was a proposition 
| Placed before the fourteenth annual 
convention of the Federation of Ameri- 
can Zionists at its sessions here Sun- 
day. 

The proposal was made by the na- 
tional fund commission, which is the 
active agency of the Zionist move- 
ment for the purpose of regaining the 
Holy Land. 

The commission reported that in 
addition to the thirty-elght agricul- 
tural colonies established in Pales- 
tine through the efforts of Zionists, a 
residential suburb for artisans had 
been established close to the port of 
Jaffa. 

The political situation in the Otto- 
man empire, as it affects the progress 
of the Zionist movement, was the 
Subject of a prolonged debate. It 
Was recognized that the policy of the 
Young Turk party, alming toward the 
nationalization of the entire empire, 
would delay the realization of the 
Zionists’ purpose to secure a publicly, 
legally assured home for the Jews in 
Palestine. and that the movement 
would have a better immediate 
pect for regaining the Jewish national 
soil if the opposition should triumph. 

Nevertheless, while the 

were unequivocally opposed to any 
amendment of the movement's plat- 
form, it adopted: a resolution calling 
upon the International Zion congress 
| and the greater and inner actions 
attitude 
| of strict neutrality toward the Turk- 
ish political parties. 

The delegates cheered to the echo 

a report from the Russian wing of 
the movement that, although har- 
rassed by all manner of exceptional 
laws, they display their self-sacrifice 
for the cause unabatedly. Denied the 
possibility of gathering from the Jew- 
ish masses, the report said, a num- 
ber of individuals have made perscnal 
contributions which almost counteract 
the effects of the oppressive admin- 
istrative measures.

Reed and Hammond Called “Proud 
and Over-Opulent Ambassadors” 

Washington, July 6.—Taking as his 
text international marriages and the 
glitter of American diplomacy, Rep- 
resentative Henry of Texas, chair- 
man of the house committee on rules, 
paid his respects in sharp terms in the 
house to American peeresses abroad 
and to “dollar diplomacy.” 

Declaring that the diplomacy of

Turin, Italy, July 6.—Maria Pia, 
queen dowager of Portugal, died at 
the royal chateau at Stopinigi yester- 
day afternoon. She had suffered from 
Recently she had been liv- 
ing in Italy with her sister, Princess | 
Clotilde, widow of Prince Napoleon. 
The death of the princess several days | 
ago left the sister prostrate. 

Dowager Queen Maria Pia, the 
grandmother of Manuel, former king | 
of Portugal, was the daughter of the | 
great King Victor Emmanuel, and 
was surrounded in Italy, the land of 
her birth, by an aureole of romantic- 
ism and popularity. e 

To begin with, she was born at a} 
time which, although only sixty-four | 
years ago, seems already ancient his- | 
tory. It was in 1847. 
only been pope one 


year and was 


arousing in Italy and abroad the en- | 
thustasm of all Liberals, as he had | 
put himself at the head of the revo- | 


lutionary movement in Italy and had 


sent his troops to fight Austria side | 


by side with the Piedmontese soldiers 
of the house of Savoy. 

Victor Emmanuel II had not yet 
conceived the idea of being himself 
one day the ruler of united Italy, his 
grandest ambition then being that of 
freeing Italy from all foreign domin- 
fon, so when his daughter was born 


on Oct. 16, he asked the supreme | 


pontiff to be her godfather. The pope 
accepted with pleasure, wishing to 
add a new link to the ties which 
should united the kingdom of Sardinia 
to the papacy, and he insisted that 
his own name in the feminine form, 
Pia, should be given to the child. 
Victor Emmanuel was already king 
of Italy when in 1862, when she was 
not quite 15 years old, the same 
princess, fairylike and gay, was mar- 
ried to King Louls of Portugal. Af- 
ter that time she returned to Italy 
whenever a great event, sad or hap- 
py, united her family. In 1868 she 
came for the marriage of her elder 
brother, the late King Humbert, to 
the then Princess Margherita. Ten 
years later, disregarding the papal 
prohibition of Catholic sovereigns be- 
ing the guests of the Quirinal, she 
came again to nurse her father in his 
dying moments. Another visit, she 
imagined, was the saddest event 
which could happen in her life, as she 
came after the murder of her brother, 
Humbert, at Monza on July 29, 1900. 
However, only eight years after, 
she was to see herself deprived of her 
son and grandson in a_ still more 


brutal manner, and then she, to- | 


gether with her husband's family, was 
a fugitive from the land of her adora- 
{ tion. 

Queen Pia was the only one of the 
late King Victor Emmanuel’s children 
| who inherited his inconceivable reck- 
lessness and extravagance in money 
| matters. 

She played a very great role in 
Portugal during the forty-eight years 
that elapsed since she went to Lis- 
|bon, at the age of 15, as queen con- 
sort and wife of a monarch whom she 
| had never seen in her life before, hav-

Do you know how to distinguish a 
g00d cigar from a bad one without 
smoking them? If you do you are 
laboring under a delusion, accor‘ling to 
Sydney Brooks, an English writer, who 
das been studying the cigar, its manu- 
facture and cigar fallacies at Havana 
for the London Times. 

“The best of all my experiences in 
Havana,” he writes, “bas been to talk 
with the expert heads of the greut fac- 
tories and to find them poking © scorn- 
fully good humor@@ finger through 
heatly all of the average smoker's 
most cherished theorles. The average 
smoker believes that a dark wrapper 
means a strong cigar and a Nght wrap- | 
per a mild one, and he is absolutely 
wrong. There is no connection what- 
ever beyond color and strength. 
Squeezing cigars and smelling them 
are equally fallacious as tests of qual- 
ity. So, too, is the color and firmness 
of the ash; the notion that the whiter 
the ash and the longer it stays on the 
better the cigar is altogether errone- 
ous. The best Havanas burn with a 
clear steel gray ash, and {ts duration 
and length are mainly determined. by

The remarks of Works were pro- 
voked by the bill of Senator Owen 
providing for the consolidation of ex- 
isting government medical bureaus in 
a department of public health. 

Senator Works first quoted the 
criticisms of the League of American 
Freedom, uttered by Owen and pub- 
lished in a leading periodical, and ex- 
plained that although about half the 
membership of the league consisted of 
Christian Scientists, they had not act- 
ed as a body but as individuals. The 
senator quoted from the address of 
former Governor Bates of Massachu- 
setts, in opposition to the bill, made 
before the committee on public health 
last winter, and incorporated the ad- 
dress as part of his remarks. 

Senator Works read into the record, 
letters and documents of the Ameri- 
can Medical association, the eclectics, 
the homeopaths, and others repre- 
senting all phases of healing, discuss-

A QUICK TWIST.

Three-quarters of a 
circle were completed, and _ still the 
same twist of the neck and the same 
stare followed the man.

He sent them to Secretary 


of ‘Agriculture Wilson with a report | 


that reads like a romance of the dark 
ages. The department wanted to do 


the best it could for the. imported | 


plants and was afraid to trust them 


to the latitude of Washington, so they | 


were sent for trial to Summerville, 


where there is already an extensive | _ 


tea garden. 

Gracey had heard of the wonderful 
original tea plants that were sent down 
from heaven for the comfort of the 
emperor. No white man had ever 
seen them and seemed not likely to, 
as the journey was long and arduous 
and the plants jealously guarded from 
profane eyes. However, a consul has 
to be a great many things, and Gracey 


developed into a good enough Buddhist | 
to be taken partially at least into the , 


confidence of the priests. 


He started off on his long journey 


with such a retinue as was fitting for 


the progress of a distinguished travel- | 
er, for a man in the interior of China |

Journey a Long One.

But this was apart from the discov- 
ery of the sacred tea plants.

There was not enough soil on 
the rocky ledge where the plants were 
growing to ralse a dust, let alone a 
tea bush, and the earth for the plants 
had been packed in baskets from a 
distance and deposited a basketful at 


| a time where it was most wanted. 


The bureau of soils has been analyz- 
ing the earth and expresses the opin- 
fon that the sacred tea plants in South 
Carolina wlll develop into something 
rather different from their progenitors, 
ns the soil, of which Consul Gracey 
sent them samples, Is decidedly dif- 
ferent from anything else of which the 
bureau has a specimen. It is a vol- 
eanic soll, and aside from its chemical 
constituents, its mechanical texture is 
different from any soil known in this 
country. 


There were some seedlings growing 
| under the parent tea bushes, and Con- | 


sul Gracey got some of these as well 
as the seeds of the tea plants. They 
have all sprouted in the South Caro- 
lina fleld where they are being tried 


' and will be raised under shade. The 


first samples will be sent for trial to 
Secretary of Agriculture Wlison.

Entire North Atlantic Squadron of | 


Fifty-Two Vessels Wili Participate 


In Maneuvers—Town’s Population’ 


Will Be Swelled by Nearly Twenty- 
Five Thousand—Jackies Hospitably 
Entertained by Citizens 


Provincetown, Mass., July 10.— 
The biggest fleet of American vessels 
of war ever assembled at a single time 
is stationed in Provincetown harbor 
awaiting the beginning of the war 
maneuvers along the Atlantic coast 
July 15. 

The fleet already comprises thirty- 
five battleships, cruisers, torpedc 
boats, submarines, colliers, dispatch 
boats and flagships, and in a few days 
will be joined by seventeen 
ships, 
the Delaware, Kansas, Louisiana and 
New Hampshire, which have been in 
European waters. 


When all the ships arrive it will; 


consist of the entire North Atantie 
squadron. With the fleset in its har- 
bor Provincetown is the best protected 
town in the United States. 

The town’s population of 5000 peo- 
ple has been trebled by the arrival of 
the fleet and before the week end 
there will be nearly 25,000 officers, 
sailors and marines here. Sunday 
the bluejackets enjoyed shore leave 
and were hospitaby entertained by 
residents. 

The war game will be waged over 
the stretch of water running between 
Gay Head and Montauk Point and the 
enemy will attempt to run by the de- 
fending fleet and enter Narraganset 
bay or Long Island sound. 

Commedore Eberle will be in com- 
mand of the defenders and Rear Ad- 
miral Osterhaus will command the in- 
vaders. In the attacking fleet will be 
more than a dozen battleships, scout 
cruisers and armored cruisers.

This was admitted by Fred Dennet, | 
commissioner of the general land of- 
fice, who was called before the house 
committee on expenditures in the in- 
terlor department. As the order 
reached the land office, Dennet testi- 
fied, it contaized the usual clause to 
there be sixty days’ 

the contemplated | 
restoration. As the order was finally 
promulgated this clause was elimi- 
nated. The public generally did not 
learn of the order for six months. 

The signifigance of this testimony

day the order was signed by Presi- 
dent Taft, Richard Ryan telegraphed | 
his brother, J. J. Ryan, notifying him 
that the order was out. J. J. Ryan

Bay State Senate Promptly Over: 
rides Two of Them

Boston, July 12.—Governor Foss 
broke his own veto record yesterday, 
vetoing six bills. He sent to the 
house four vetoing these 
bills: For the establishment and main- 
tenance of an independent agricultural 
school for the county of Essex; to 
establish minimum salaries for judges 
and registers of probate and insolvy- 
ency; to provide for pensioning the 
members of the district police; rela- 
tive to the compensation for the mem- 
bers of the general court. 

Later the governor sent two veto 
messages to the senate disapproving 
the bill to establish the salaries of 
the assistant clerks of the senate and 
house and a bill providing for the re-! 
tiring and pensioning of prison offi- 
cers and instructors. 

The senate showed what it thought 
of the vetoes by overriding them im- 
mediately Usually action on veta!

UNITED STATES 


Pierce's Council Remained 
Unbroken During 
His Term 


Adams was the president at that time. 
Previously the duties of that Rost were | 
in charge of the secretary of w: In | 

1829 Jackson called the postmaster 


general into his council. he otlice of 
secretary of the interior dates from 
1849, when Taylor entered the presi- | 
dency. At that time and for forty 
years afterward the cabinet consis sted | 
of seven members. These co: mprised | 
its nunmber through the civ] war pe- 
riod. The secretary of agriculture ap- | 
peared in the closing days of Cieve- 
land's first term, and Norman J. @ol- 
man of Missouri was the first person , 
who Beld that title. Early in Roose- 
velt’s service and largely throteth his 
influence the department of commerce 
and labor was created, with its chief a 
member of the cabinet. To that post 
Roosevelt appointed his private secre- 
| tary, Cortelyou. 


Adams Made Few Changes. 


| Next to Plerce, the president who 
, made the fewest changes in his cabi- 
net was John Quincy Adams. He 
miade only one. Near the end of the 
term Peter B. Porter of New York suc- 
ceeded James Barbour of Virginia as | 
secretary of war. And Adams, like 
Pierce, was fairly well served by his 
official advisers. All were men of high 
stonding in their day. Those who are 
hest known to readers of history are 
Henry Clay, who was secretary of 
state; Richard Rush, secretary of the 
treasury; John McLean, postmaster 


general, and William Wirt, attorney 
general. Pierce’s cabinet’s best known 


members were William L. Marcy, see- 
retary of state; James Guthrie. secre- 
tary of the treasury; Jefferson Davis. 
secretary of war, and Caleb Cushing. 
| attorney general. Marcy is the man 
who, as a senator from New York, 
| made use of the pharse, “To the victor 
belong the spoils of the enemy,” mean- 
ing to the victor in politics. This was 
during Jackson’s administration and 
was in justification of Jackson's course 
in turning his ‘party enemies out of 
the federal appointive oflices and put- 
ting his friends in. This was the} 
spoils system, so called, which raged 
until mitigated by the civil service 
act of 1883, signed by President Ar- | 
thur. Guthrie was mentioned early in | 
1861 as being one of the southern ene- 
mies of his party whom Lincoln was 
considering as possible selections for 
his cabinet. Lincoln found it neces- 
sary or expedient, however, to give all 
| the places to Republicans. 

An upheaval occurred in Jackson's 
eabinet {n 1831, in the troubles in 
Which Jackson and Calhoun found 
themselves in hostile camps in the 
Democratic party. These were due to 
two issues. One was the fight which 
the wives and Caughters of Vice Pres- 
ident Calhoun and some of the mem- | 
bers of the cabinet made aguinst the 
wife of Secretary of War Eaton, and | 
the other came through the nullifica- 
tion movement in South Carolina, | 
which was led by Calhoun and IZayne. 
The first was facetiously styled the 
“Peggy O'Neil war.” Mrs. Eaton was 
the daughter of a Washington tavern 
keeper named O'Neil, who married a 
naval officer named Timberlake. Gos 
sip, especially by women, made rather 
free with the name of Timberluke’s | 
wife, and he committed snicide. Then 
she married General John H. Eaton, # 
neighbor and friend of Jackson, whom 
Jackson, when entering office in 1829, | 
ippointed secretary of war. The wo- 
men of the court circle refused to re 
celve Mrs. Eaton, while Jackson, who 
had long been acquainted with her and 
who admired her, took her side.

| Webster, the secretary of state, who 


Was engaged in an important negotia- 
tion with England and who retained 
office until that measure was consum- 
mated. This was the Webster-Ash- 
Afterward he, 
too, stepped down. The Whigs went 
through the form of reading Tyler out 
of their party, and for the latter part 
of his service he was a president with- 
out any recognized political support- 
ers of any consequence, He drifted 
back to the Democratic party and was 
a member in good standing in tha or- 
canization during the latter years of 
his life, 

Lincoln held similar relations to his 
cabinet that Jefferson did to his offi- 
clal advisers. He was one of them 
and submitted most of his propositions 
to them freely and fully. According 
to Jefferson’s own testimony, there 
was a fraternal feeling between him 


; and every member of his council. All 


had his confidence, and all were loyal 
to him. One of his cabinet, Madison, 
the secretary of state, became his po- 
litical heir and was his successor in 
Chase, the secre- 
tary of the treasury, was a rival of 
Lincoln for the presidential nomina- 


; tion in 1864, but when the Republican 


members of the legislature of his own 


, State, Ohio, early in that year declared 


in favor of Lincoln's renomination 
Chase directed his boomers to desist. 
Lincoln retained his regard to the end 
for his finance minister, and after 
Chase's resignation Lincoln appointed 
him chief justice of the supreme court. 
Several changes, some through death 
and others through resignation, took 
place in the cabinet during Lincoln’s 
four years and six weeks in the presi 
dency, but considering the importance 
of the issues and the laborious char- 
acter of the work which president and 
cabinet were compelled to do the har- 
mony in the war executive's political 
family was remarkable, 


Attacks on Johnson and Tyler. 


Johnson inherited all of Lincoln's 
cabinet, and some of the members— 
Seward, secretary of state; McCulloch. 
secretary of the treasury, and Welles, 
secretary of the navy—remained with 
him to the end. With one of the mem- 
bers—Stanton, secretary of war—John- 
son had a serious breach, and this had 
some influence toward precipitating 
the feud with the Republican con- 
gress in which the house impeached 
Johnson and in which, by a narrow 
margin, he escaped conviction by the 
senate as the trial jury and conse 
quent removal from office. The at 
tacks on Johnson by the party which 
elected him were fiercer than were 
made on Tyler a quarter of a century 
earlier by the Whigs. There was an 
important difference, however, in the 
two cases. While Tyler was a Whig 
at the time of his election as vice 
Harrison — ticket, 
Johnson when he was selected as run 
ning mate with Lincoln was not a Re 
publican. He was a war Democrat. 

Nobody who voted for Johnsen In 
the national convention supposed that 
he was a Republican. The convention 


| itself was a Union convention and not 


a Republican gathering. While most 
of his delegates had voted the Repub 
liecan ticket in 1860 and voted it in 
18G8, some of the delegates to the con 
vention of 1864 were Democrats ir 
those years. The issue in 1864 way 
the preservation of the Union by vig 
orous und unrelenting war. The par 
tisan status of Johnson needs to be 
kept in mind In judging him because

FLOOR PRIVILEGE 


Congress Guards It Jealously In 
Both HOUSES 


RARELY USED IN THE SENATE 


Former Members of That Body, While 
Free to Attend Its Sessions, Prefer 
to Shun the Scene of Their Solonic 
Efforts—A Story of Evarts. 


| What is known as “the privilege of 
the floor” in cougress ts the right to 
go upon the floor of the senate or 
house when elther body ts In session. 

Although the right to go upon the 
flocr of a legislative body Is not so ex- 
clusive 2 privilege ip some of the state 
legislatures, it Is a great privilege and 
un exclusive one In congress. The 
doors are carefully guarded while con 
xress Is in session, aud it is sometimes 
exceedingly ditiicult to have access to 
senators or representatives when pub 
lic business ts being doue. 

Senators and representatives have no 
regular or rigid rule on the subject. 
but It is Known iu Washington that 
the statesiven feel that their constit 
ue@nuts or others who desire to see them 
t privately should eudeavor to do so in 

Ubeir offices, thelr committee rooms or 
at their residences, 

To former members of the senate and 

house “the privilege of the tloor’ is 
given, but they do not often aratl 
themselves of that right. This, tiow 
ever, ls ip strong contrast to the cus 
tomns of twenty years ngo and longer, 
When it was not uncommon to see for- 
wer metbers moving ubout on the 
tuor of the bouse When it Was nDo- 
were lobby- 
ing fur seme private cluim or public 
graft 

Speaker Reed found this condition so 
obnoxious that be Issued orders that 
ho eX members should be permitted to 
pass the doorkeepers without written 
authority from the speaker, Subse 
quent speakers have not found It nece- 
essury to draw the lines so rigidly, 
becuuse the ubuse bas almost entirely 
ceased. 

There is an unwritten law, however. 
governing the prixilege of the floor of 
the senate, and Jt ts the unwritten 
law of geod breeding, good manners 
nod common sense. Every ex-senator 
bus the privilege of the tloor, but it 1s 
so seldom exercised that its abuse has 
never occurred, nor is it ever likely to 
occur. 

Former members of the senate are 
never seen there unless it is well 
known that they have proper business 
calling them to Washington, such as 
appearing before the supreme court as 
attorneys for clients in great cases, 
and even then it seldom happens that 
an ex-senator thus engaged ever en- 
ters upon the senate floor, although In 
going to und from the room of the 
supreme court they are obliged to pass 


_ by its doors. 


After Jumes G. Plaine ceased to be 
@ senator he avoided the senate cham- 
ber forever. After resisning from that 
body Senator Roscoe Conkling of New 
York never entered the sennte cham- 
ber, although he was often In the 


As a/fruitless an effort as anybody can well _ capitol on business before the supreme 


‘court. ‘Ibere was un exception, how 


ever, in one instance. By invitation 
he wus one of the pallbearers of Sena- 
tor Logun of [lnois, who was buried 
with obsequies from the senate cham- 
ber, and on that oceasion Senator 
Conkling was present. Senator Benja- 
min Llarrisen upon leaving the sen- 
ute never crossed its threshold until 
he went there to be {naugurated as 
president. Senator Dawes of Massa-

Sylvania, Senator Thurman of Obio and 
Senator McDonald of Indiana ure ex- 
amples of distiuguished senators who 
remained away from the senate after 
their terins expired. During the pe 
ria«t of four years when he was In re- 
Uirement Senator Gorman of Mary- 
lund never availed himself of the 
privilege of the floor, and during the 
two yeurs be was without election 
Senator Quay of Pennsylvania ab- 
sented himself from the senate cham- 
ber 7 

From a veteran employee of the sen- 
ate there is gleaned an unusually tn- 
teresting story concerning the lite 
Senator Evarts of New York. This 
Senator was one of the greatest intel- 
fects in public life for many yeurs, 
but he was ubsentminded in small 
things. On one occusion he overlook- 
ed the rule about the privilege of the 
floor. He was entertaining Dr. Oliver 
Wendell Holmes at his Washington 
home and invited his guest to accom- 
pany him to the capitol. Together 
they walked along the capitol corridor, 
and when they came to the door of 
the senate they entered together. 

There was a copy of the senate rules 
on each si@e of the doors, but Senator 
Evarts did not look at them, nor, of 
course, did bis guest. The doorkeep- 
ers did not juterfere or ask any ques- 
tlons. 

Well, Senator Evarts gave Dr. 
Holmes a seat in the rear of the desks 
ef the members and proceeded to 
bring Senators Hoar, Quay, Hawley 
and others to introduce to him. Quite 
a levee was held there, and Dr. 
Holmes was gratified with bis recep- 
tion. 

After awhlfle Senator Hoar went to 
Senator Evarts and. calling his atten- 
tion to the rule concerning the privi- 
lege of the floor, asked, “How did you 
get him In?” 

“He is my private secretary,”, said 
Senator Evarts quickly, with a beyish 
twinkle In his serious eyes. At that 
time private secretaries of members 
were allowed the floor privilege 
Smith D. Fry in Washington Star.

This Country’s Success Is the Result, 
Declares C. F. Langworthy, Chief of. 
Nutrition Investigations—Food Sup- | 
ply of Prehistoric Man and Nations. 


That America has the finest food 
| Supply of any country in the world 
| and that the plentiful and well bal-! 
|} anced ration is responsible for much 
of the spccess of the United States as 
a nation is the couclusion drawn by 
GC. F. Langworthy, chief of the nutri-| 
tion investigations, in a pamphlet is- 
sued by the department of agriculture. 
Mr. Langworthy goes into the food 
supply of prehistoric man and of na-| 
tions of which we know but little ex-| 
cept through popular writings and) 
states that many of the impressions 
that these writers give are erroneous. 
He says, for instance, that the idea 
that the Chinese and Japanese are na-! 
tions of rice eaters is false. It 1s true} 
that both these people eat large quan- 
tities of rice compared with western | 
| nations, but that it fs merely their| 
chief starchy food and that it would) 
| be just as accurate to refer to the! 
| United States as a nation of wheat) 
eaters or to say that beans and brown 
bread were the exclusive diet in New| 


| England. He says tt is surprising to 
see what a well balanced ration is) 


common among all nations, though} 
some take their food in one form and 
some in another. 

The writer says that prehistoric man 
probably took his food from any! 
source it could be obtained, just as | 
the modern family is governed largely | 
by circumstances and convenience in| 
the makeup of its dietary. The early | 
people who lived close; to the water 
ate largely of shellfish and other sea! 
foods, and those farther inland lived | 
on game animals, birds and their eES | 
and such grains and fruits as xem 
wild.

Washington, July 14.—After hav- 
ing failed in many vigorous efforts to 
Beparate Dr. Harvey W. Wiley, the 
pure food expert, from his place at 
the head of the bureau of chemistry in 
the department of agriculture, his op- 
ponents think they see a way to suc- 
ceed in their desire, and to carry with 
his retirement the reduction of L. F. 
Kebler, chief of the division otf 
drugs, and the dismissal of Dr. H. H. 
Rusby, head of the New York college 
of pharmacy at Columbia university, 
employed by the drug division as an 
expert pharmacognocist. 

There are strong intimations at the 
White House that the president has 
no thought of approving the recom- 
mendations of the committee on per- 
sonnel. It is admitted all 


on sides 


that the question involves a techni- 


cality only. 

It is well known that the members 
of the committee who recommended 
Wiley'’s dismissal, or-rather that he 
be permitted to resign, have long 
been hostile to him. It is the 
first time some of the members of 
that board have attempted to create 
a situation that would embarrass 
Wiley. Of course, the 
Wiley among the food manufacturers, 
and there are plenty of them, are 
elated over the recommendation of the 
committee that he be asked by the 
president to resign.

WATERPROOF CONCRETE. 


| How to Prepare Mixture So It Is Im- 


pervious to Moisture. 
Concrete is very largely employed 
in many building constructions, aud 
In some situations It Is very important 
that It should be at least practically 


| waterproof. There are several methods 
| of rendering concrete more or less {m 
permeable to water, some simple and 


anyone, and some involving 
of secret of patented com 
pounds. Of the former the simplest 
method {s to mix hydrated Iime or 
finely divided clay with the concrete, 


free to

| thus at least partially filling the volds 


or interstices in the concrete and de- 
creasing the percolation of water. 
Another slmple method ts to mix 
powdered alum with the cement and 
dissolve ordinary soap in the water to 
be used in mixing the concrete. Al- 
though the latter materials have been! 
used for more than sixty years as a 
wash for rendering masoury itmpervi- 
ous to water, and although In recent 
years they huve frequently been em- 
ployed nas ingredients of concrete to 
make the entire mass {mpermeable, the 
proportions to be employed and the 
reason for the effect seem to have had 


| little or no scientific consideration; at 


least the proportions used in practice 
vary very widely. 

To use the alum and soap method 
of decreasing the permeability of mor- 


tar or concrete the alum in powdered 


form may be mixed with the dry ce- 
ment or the sand. and the soap may be 
dissolved In the water employed In 
mixing the concrete, or both the alum 
and the soap may be dissolved in the 
water. The former its probably the 
safer methed in practice, since with 
the latter method the water must be 
thoroughly stirred while the two are 
being mixed. or the precipitate may | 
form !n large masses, which it is prac- | 
tically impossible to break up; and. 
further, the water must be kept stirred | 
to prevent the compound from ac- 


| cumulating on the surface. These are! 


conditions that it 1s not always easy 
to be certain of securing. However, 
the alum {ts more easily dissolved than 
the sonp, and hence the alum may be 
dissolved In, say, one-fifth of the water, 
aud the soap tn the remaining four 
fifths, and then the two portions may 
be mixed together, being careful to stir 
them as the mixing progresses. The 
alum and the soap combine and form 
a finely divided, flocculent. insoluble, 
water repelling compound. which filis 
the pores of the concrete and decreases 
{ts permeability. 

The best proportions are, alum one 
part and hard soap two parts, both by 
weight. Soap varies in its chemical 
composition, and hence a single pro- 


| portion cannot be stated which wil! be 


chemically exact for all’ cases. The 
above proportion ts tn round numbers, 
the relative combining weights of 
hard soap, and 
hence {t Is the best proportion to use. 
although widely different proportions 
have been used in practice with suc- 
cess. Any reasonably pure soap will 
do, but !f soft soap is employed a 
greater amount should be used tn pro- 
portion to the amount of water tn It. 

It is dificult to dissolve more than 
about 3 per cent of bard sonp In cold 
water, and hence this practically Hm- 
its the amount of alum to 1.5 per cent 
and of the sonp to 83 per cent. These 
amounts will give a precipitate equal 
to about 3 per cent of the wetght of | 
the total water.

The Most Treachercus of All the 
South Sea Natives. 


A TRIBE OF HEAD HUNTERS. 


The Solomon Islanders Kill and Eat | 
Their Enemies as an Incident of | 
Their Weird Religious Rites—Storm- | 
ing a House In a Treetop. 


The name Papuan ifs that given to 
the dark skinned people who inhabit | 
the greater number of Islands in the | 
Part of the [Pacific ocean known as 
Polynesia and Melanesia and whose 
headquarters, as it were, are in the 
great island of Papua or New Guinea. | 
Under this description come the in- | 
habitants of the Soiomon islands. | 

So evil has been the reputation of 


| the Solomon Islanders that until quite 


recently they were carefully uvoided, | 
and very Uttle was known about them. | 
They have the name of being the | 
most treacherous of all the south sea 
natives, yet, considering the trentment 
they have received in the past at the 
hands of white men, this is not to be 
wondered at. Indeed, the wonder is 
that they allow any white man at all 
in their country. But now that they 
have had a chance of seeing some 
more favorable specimens than the 
dregs of humanity who formerly drift- 
ed to the south seas they are much 
improved, and a man who trents them 
fairly may, as a rule, go among them 
Without fear. 

Still, even now there is a beautiful 


uncertainty about the life of a south |! : 


sea trader. One day he may be sur- 
rounded by cringing natives who obey | 
his every word. But some night, if 
be has cheated the Papuan too gruss- 
ly, there is murder in the moonlight, 
and the trader is never heard of more. 
Often, however, there seems to be no | 
reason for the natives turning against 
the whites.

Soon after Mr, Cleveland entered the 
White House in 1885 Vice President 
Hendricks died at his home in Indian- 
apolis, and the president made ar- 
rangements to attend the funeral. 
Many of his social Intimates and all 
uts official advisers nnited tn an effort 
fo dissunde him from making this 
twenty hour journey, enlarging on the 
manifold risks of rail travel at all 
Umes and the xpecial opportunity this 
would offer some fanatic to assussinate 
tiim, But he remained {mmovable un- 
til within a few hours of the time set 
for closing up his business he received 
an uvexpected call from Senator Ed- 
munds of Vermont. 

Mr. Edmunds was the leader of the 
Republican side of the senate and was 


‘anderstood to have tg preparation sev- 
eral meusures of opposition to the an-_ 
jnouneed policies of the new adminis- 


tration. But he was also and above all 
else an American citizen and a patriot, 
and his visit to his political foe was 
made tn that charneter. In a conver- 
sation of less than half an hour, In 
which he drew the curtaln over all dif- 
ferences and disregarded all empty 
formalities of Intercourse, be lald be-

A Momentous Incident In History That |

Do you know why Vienna rolls are, 
shaped like crescents? The story |

Taylor paid $1,000 for the strip.

The sod fs to be taken up this fall and 
shipped to Mr. Taylor's Philadelphia 
He is a noted horticulturtst and 
will use the grass in experimental 
work.

Measure Regulating Campaign 


Expenses Broadened In Scope 
‘BILL MORE COMPREHENSIVE 


Than One Acted Upon Earlier by 
House Democrats—Amount Properly 
Allowed by Law Definitely Stated— 
Action on Its Passage In the Sen- 
ate Is Nearly Unanimous—Mec¢ts 
With Some Opposition ~ 


Washington, July 19.—The cam- 
paign publicity bill, broadened in 
scope and so amended as to include 
primary as well as other elections, 
was passed by the senate Tuesday af- 
ter several hours of debate. Definite 
limits were fixed for the amounts of 
money that may properly be spent by 
candidates for congressional offices— 
$10,000 for senators and $5000 for 
representatives. In addition, no 
campaign expenditure is to be in ex- 
cess-of 10 cents for each voter or in 
excess of the amount allowed by the 
laws of the state in which the elec- 
tion is held. The bill as passed by 
the senate is far more comprehensive 
than the measure which the house 


passed early in the session as an evi- 
dence of the Democratic spirit of re- | 


form. The house did little more than 
amend the existing law by requiring 
that statements of campaign expendi- 
tures be made before as well as after 
election. The senate committee on 
privileges and elections added another 


section making the law applicable to |

extending its operation to give pub- 
licity to all contributions and expenses 


at primary elections where congress |

Former Governor Henry A. Buchtel 
Gives It to His Students. 
Chancellor Henry A. Buchtel of the 
University of Denver, former governor 
of Colorado, recently gave a Riley read- 
ing to his summer students and pre- 
sented to each a copy of what he sald 
was James Whitcomb Riley's first 
poem, <At the time it was written 
(i876) Chancellor Buchtel was at

The 
poet afterward said to Buchtel: 
“When the service was over I went 
home and wrote a poem on Ham Dun- 
bar and sent it to the Indianapolis 
Journal, and the Uterary people said, 
“4 poet has arrived.” And that was 
the first poem I ever wrote that gave 
Ine the idea that I could be somethiag 
else than a sign painter. So I always 
associate you,” Riley said to Buchtel, 
“with the first poem I ever wrote.” 
That poem has never been published 
in any of Riley’s books because it is 
s0 personal. Following is an accurate 
copy made by Henry A. Buchtel for his

The party was hit by an extra ex- | 
press train at a grade crossing. The 
chauffeur says that the engine of his 
machine was stalled. 

The chauffeur said he did not hear 
the train and the view of the engin- 
eer was also cut off. It was neces- 
sary to change the gears and Ostrand- 
er attempted to do this, the engine 
stalled and the train crashed into the 


mechine. 
None of the. victims were hurled 
any great distance, but as the train 


was running fully fifty miles an hour 
the impact tossed the car some dis- 
tance along the track. The people 
were pinned under the train and Mrs. 
Grant and Mrs. Wels were killed 
thelr bodies being terribly 
cut and bruised. 

Mrs. Yates lived for a short time.

that of the youthful Caesar Augustus, 
crown old with the cares of state. But 
{instead of the toga it appeared to 
wear the sacerdotal robe of a priest of 
Neptune. 

At first glance Signor Spinazzola rec- 
ognized the type of the imperial fam- 
fly of Julia Claudija and more particu- 
iarly one of the Drusi. It was perhaps 
Nero or Drusus. 

Now, however, all doubt ended, 
for Signor Spinazzola, who is very 
learned in all matters pertaining to 
political Rome of the early Christian 
centuries, has identifed the statue as 
that of Claudius himself—Claudius im- 
perator. He did this by comparing 
the robe with others of known dates 
and the features with those of others 
identified statues of the em- 


is 


peror. 

The statue is nearly seven feet in 
height and shows Claudius in the robe 
of Pontifex Maximus in the act of sac- 
Tificing with vefled head. 

It is a wonderful plece of sculpture 


both in design and creation, even to 
the smallest details. It easily takes 
its place among the most notable 
works belonging to the first century. 


It was probably made between 42 and 
45, for it bears a striking resemblance 
to a mural portrait of that date pre- 
served in the Naples museum.

Dr. Wiley had and perhaps still has; 
other ideas. A man should eat “1 per 
cent of bis weight in dry foods, and 
so it requires 100 days for him to eat 
his own head off.” If a man eats less 
he loses weight, and Dr. Wiley was 
only relying on crabs, steak and salad 
to keep him robust. “Every man 
ought to choose his own rations,” was 
a former Wileyan opinion that gave 
au excuse for the crabs, etc. 


Marries a Good Cook. 


The best cook in Washington's 
younger set, Miss Anna Kelton—also 
a suffragist—earlier in the year be- 
came the wife of the food expert in 
his sixtieth year. Dr. Wiley himself 
is 2 master at the stove or chafing 
dish. It used to be one of his proud 
boasts that he cooked his own mush 
while attending Hanover college, {in 
Indiana.

A part of bulletin 13 In 1SS7 con- 
tains the first report of bis researches. 
The interest aroused by the publica- 
tlon led to Senator Faulkner's intro- 
duction of a comprehensive food in- 
spection bill similar in many respects 
to that passed by parliament in 1S74. 
After leading a harassed life for sev- 
eral years this bill was finally killed 
by the house of representatives. Oth- 
er bills that Dr. Wiley was behind 
failed to pass.

A SCENE OF WILD DISORDER. 


| The Native Guests Steal All the Eat- 
' ables Within Reach, Which They 
Pass Over to Crowds of Waiting 
| Relatives Gathered on the Outside. 


The principal native foods of Samoa 
are bananas, breadfruit, taro, fish and 
pork. Bananas prepared “Fa Samoa” 
would not appeal very strongly to an 
epicurean taste, for they are gathered 
unripe and baked under heated stones, 
as all Samoan cooking is accomplished. 
A baked green bagmana favors some- 
what a roasted chestnut, but not 
enough to cause any mistake between 
the two. 

The breadfruit, in my ‘@stimation, 
appéils more strongly to a white 
man’s taste than any other Samoan

food. The large, mealy balls are bak- 
ed, broken open and eaten, usually 
with one or other of the two Samoan | 
sauces palusami 
sami is made from the young shoots 
of the taro plant, cocoanut milk 
and sea water. Fai-ai is evaporated | 
cocoanut milk. The milk is poured | 


the top, and it is then baked until the 
water evaporates, 
cream, which is very rich and quite 


palatable.» Faro is the root or bulb! 


of a plant which is an exact counter- | 
part of what we call “elephant ear” fa 
the United States and is somewhat 
like a yam, but inclined to be stingy 
or shreddy. The inside of a baked faro 
bulb is very solid and of a bluish tint. | 

The fish needs no explanation. 

Pork is the supreme delicacy, accord- 
ing to the Samoan mind, and it is al- 
ways enten in a half cooked state. 
Since a Samogp will sell his birthright 
for a piece of pig, one-half grown is | 
worth $30 or $40 and will always find | 
a merket; therefore it is easily seen | 
that pork can be afforded only on hol- | 
iday occasions. The Samoan method | 
of killing a pig is unique. The ani- 
mal’s feet are tied together, and it is | 


‘laid upon {ts back. Then two large, | 


heavy natives place a 2 by 4 scantling | 
across its neck, after which they seat 
themselves one on each end of the 
scantling. 

As the unfortunate pig is slowly 
strangled death his heartless execu- 
tioners calmly talk politics. The Trea- | 
son for strangulation in putting a hog 
to death is simply this: A pig is held 
in such high esteem that it breaks the 
Samoan heart to see even the blood 
being wasted. The blood is used in 
conjunction with the fatty parts of the | 
entrails and when baked forms some 
kind of pudding. I have never tast- 
ed this kind of pudding myself, but a 
Samoan will tell you that it is simply | 
delicious, and 1 am willing to take his | 
word for it. Even the cleaned entrails 
are utilized, and right here in Samoa 
we can again bring into use the Chi- | 
cago stockyard phrase that “only the | 
squeal fs lost.” 

1 well remember the first and only 
Samoan feast I ever had the pleas- 
ure of attending. I received an invi- | 
tation one day from a Samoan whose 
friendship 1 had formed to attend a 
feast the following night which he 
was giving to dedicate his new home, 
There were several white men present 
and about fifty natives. We were ar- 
ranged in two rows facing each other, 
sitting cross legged, and in front of 
eacb was a small mat on which was a 
profusion of food, including a lupe 
(or pigeon), a piece of pork (palusami), | 
taro (breadfruit)y—in fact, everything 
which goes to make a Samoan feast— 
all to be washed down with cocoanut | 
milk. 1 bad taken two or three | 
mouthfuls of the pigeon when I no 
ticed that there was a ring of natives 
each with a basket waiting impatiently 
just outside the house. As I turned to 
the man on my right for the purpose 
of asking why these people were as- 
sembled outside I sensed a movement 
in close proxtmity on my left. Turning 
quickly around, I was just in time to 
catch a farewell glimpse of my fine 
supper being dumped bodily into one 
of those waiting baskets. I saw at 
once the reason for that overflow meet. 
ing outside. The woman who sat next 
to me had tsken a favorable opportu- 
nity when my back was turned to pick 
up my mat and dispose of my meal to 
her waiting relative, who had attend- 
ed the overflow meeting with a bas- 
ket. 

Then ensued a conglomerated scram- 
ble, and the feast was turned into a 
scene of wild disorder as ench native 
strove to outde his neighbor in secur- 
ing the most food to send home, The 
Strategy, flank movements and tact 
that they exhibited under the inspiring 
grab game so far provoked my comedy 
bump that I was more than repaid for 


their energetic struggles to obtain food 
gratis, 

I was afterward informed that the 
spectacle 1 had witnessed was simply 
the natural course of a Samoan feast, 
tbat they always ended the same way 
nnd I was indeed fortunate to have 
secured a taste or so of my pigeon.—

Literary Boston observed the hun- 
dredth anniversary of Thackeray's 
birth with fitting ceremonies. No- 
where in America is the humorist’s 
memory more highly honored than in 
this city, which greeted him with 
open arms in 1852, and in which oc- 
curred the immortal experiences with 
the large oyster and the small hack. 


Thackeray remarked that the Hub 
was to him easily the most likeable 
city of the new world. The Boston 


Public Library has arranged an ex- 
hibition of Thackeray rarities, mostly 
owned by Francis Bullard, which in- 
cludes a number of rare and original 
editions of Thackeray's works, several 
portraits, one being the Lawrence 
portrait, and reproductions of two of 
the writer’s drawings of himself. These 
interesting reminiscences will be on 
view in the Fine Arts Department for 
a month and are well worth dropping 
in to see, When you are jn town.

ously beautiful as we know women up 
in the big snows; like Meleese, whu 
was the youngest of their children. 

“Ours was the happiest post in all 

this great northland, m’seur,” contin- 
ued Croisset after a moment’s pause,

When the newspapermen’s banquet 
was held at the Wellington ai few 
days ago, as the men sat down to the 
tables, at each place was a Manhat- 
tan cocktail. It is most noteworthy 
to say that only about ten per cent. 

Near- 
ly every merchant of this city who 
Was present as an invited guest left 
the cocktail untouched.

THE POCKETKNIFE 


| Many Machines and Processes 
Used In Its Making. 


ART IN FORGING THE BLADES. 


| To Become an Adept In the Delicate 
Work of Tempering Edge Steel Ne- 
cessitates a Long Course of Training 
and Years of Experience. 


The labor of making a pocketknife 
fs, a8 usual {n every industry that is 


fi carried on by the aid of a great deal of 


| machinery, much divided. Each blade 
| must g» through six separate proc- 
| esses—first, forging: second, laying 
on the “tangs,” thut part which Is in- 
serted into the handle and through 
which the blade {ts riveted; third. 
marking or stamping with the nume 
of the manufacturer; fourth, “choll- 
| ing,” or filing a depression in the neck 
of the blade between the sharp edze 
} and the heavier part or “tang:” fifth. 
tempering: sixth, grinding. 

All this applies to the two ordinary 
blades of a knife. Nail blades are sub- 
Jected to still another process—namely, 
the cutting of the file, which is a de- 
partment of work in Itself. 

Should we inspect the material room 
of a knife manufactory we should tind 
heavy fron presses, which stamp out 
| from sheets of brass or iron the metal 
, scales and Hning. The bright tips on 

the end of the knife, called. “bolsters,” 

are pressed out of German silver un- 
der xnother heavy weight, which does 
'{ts work In one blow. Huge shears cut 
from sheets of steel, used only for this 
purpose, long strips that are afterward 


fashioned under a press into springs , 


for the back of the knife. 

The rod of steel from which the 
| blades are made is taken from the ma- 
| terial room to the forge. Here one end 
is put into a bed of hot coals, the bel 
lows are pumped, and the end is soon 
red. 

The skilled forger then hammers the 
blade Into shape upon his anvil, and 
so accurate Is his eye and so exact his 
hand that the blude does not devinte 
a bar's breadth from the little brass 
pattern that Is before him and to 
which each blade must correspond ex 
actly. 

The blade is next dipped in water 
and becomes as hard and brittle as 
glass. But the edges are rough. It Is 
nearly uniform in thickness und {ts a 
light gray in color. 

Again the forger’s skill {s brought 
into play in the tempering. Laying 
the blades on a copper plate over the 
fire. be watches them as ther change 
their hue with the degree of heat, first 
to straw color, then to darker struw 
and now to the dark purple which de- 
notes thut the proper degree of heat 
has been obtnined. They are plunged 
into cold water as fast us they reach 
this point. 


If the bludes were allowed to remain | 


longer over the fire the steel would 
change to a light blue and become so 
soft that the blades could be bent 
easily. This is perhaps the most im- 
portant process in the manufacture. 
The blades are taken next to the 


| grinding room. The grinder must also! 


depend upon the accuracy of his eye 
and the training of his hand, for as he 
presses the blude on the rapidly re- 
volving stone, turning !t on beth sides 
and grinding all its edges, he prue- 
Ucally finishes it, though afterward. in 
the cutler’s room, a higher tiuish is 
given It. 

Frem the “wheel room” the blades 
go to the cutler’s room, where they 
tind the other parts of the knife and 
Where all the parts ure put together. 

Rach workman here {fs at work upon 
a puarticulur lot of knives, all of one 
pattern. Upon his work bench ure the 
various parts of the Knives, prepared 
by other hands—the center seules that 
separate the bludes, the outer brass 
scules of lining. with the German sil 
ver bolsters, which bave been secured 
to the ends by a henvy drop hammer; 
the wood, ivory or peurl scales, the 
springs and the wire rivets, 

Rach brass ning, with its covering. 
is put Ina vise. and holes are drilled 
In it for the rivets. A brass wire is 
thrust through the middle of the han 
dle toward the buck. This secures the 
spring, and it is then broken off with 
nippers and headed down with a ham 
mer. This holds the scales and springs. 
Another rivet through the bolster se 
cures one blade or two blades {If the 
knife tas more than one blade bung 
at euch end 

The several parts are now put. to- 
gether. ‘The next process is “hafting™ 
or tnishiug the covers of the handle, 
which is done on a leather wheel cout 
ed with glue and emery. The rough 
edges ure rounded and smoothed, and 
then the knives are carefully examin 
rd to see if the cutler has done his 
work properly. 

If the spring works easily and the 
bindes without striking the 
knives ure sent to the blade polisher. 

On a wooden wheel covered with 
fine leather the ordinary. blades are 
given a polish called a “glaze finish.” 
Finer grades of knives are given a 
“crocus finish"—a mirror-like surface— 
on 2 leather wheel which 
very slowly, In order that the blades 
shall not become heated and lose thei: 
temper 

The knives are now taken to another 
room, where, on an oilstone, the keen 
eutttoy edges are “set.” This done. 
the blades are closed. and the “bu 
ing wheel” gives the final polisb to the 
nuter side.—Philudeiphia Reeord.

Mr. Asquith issued to the newspa- 
pers a summary of the speech he was 
prevented from delivering. In the 
speech he contended that the prin- 
ciples of the machinery of the bill had 
been before the people at two lec- 
tions.

So as the 
situation stands today, the prospect 
seems to be that this special session 
of congress will come to an end with- 


out any general tariff revision being 
accomplished. 

Genuine tariff reformers are inter- 
ested in the situation because such

' rates on cotton goods is provided for 


in the cotton schedule revision bill 
which was presented to the Demo- 
cratic caucus by the majority mem- 
bers of the ways and means commit- 
tee of the house. 

A summary of the bill presented by 
Chairman Underwood states that there 
will be probably a loss of $3,000,000 
in the revenues under the Demo- 
cratic plan of revision. The revenue 
from cotton manufactures for the year 


ending June 30, 1910, was $13,673,- 
801.20. The cotton bill substitutes 


‘ad valorem rates for specifics in each 


instance. Under the Payne law the 


‘average equivalent ad valorem rate 


was 48.12 percent. Chairman Un- 
derwood expects the bill to pass with- 
in a week after its introduction. 

Wool revision was again the fixed 
subject for debate in the senate. The 
bill is before the senate as “unfinished 
business” and cannot be set aside 
without a majority vote in favor of 
such a proposition. Senators La 
Follette, Smoot and several others 
took part In the debate. 

Signatures of all the parties to the 
negotiations for general arbitration 
treaties appended to one document 
would, it fs said, greatly please 
President Taft and Secretary Knox.

enterprise. 1 was certain that congréss 
had provided in the statutes affecting 
the entry and settlement of land in 
Alaska limitation: which would pre- 
vent the possibility of the exclusive 
appropriation of the harbor and chan- 
nel of Controller bay or its shores or 
upland to any one railroad. This I pro- 
Pose now to show. 

The only practicable method for se- 
curing title from the government in 
such a tract as this after its elimina- 
tion is by the use of what is called 
“soldiers’ additional homestead right” 
evidenced by scrip. The statutory lim- 
{tations upon this method of acquiring 
title are threefold: 

First.—No more than 160 acres can 
be entered in any single body by such 
scrip. 

Second.—No location of scrip along 
any navigable waters can be made 
within the distance of eighty rods of 
any lands along such Waters, and no 
entry can be allowed extending more 
than 160 rods along the shore of any 
havigable water, and along such shore 
a space of at least eighty rods must be 
reserved from entry between all such 
claims. 

Third.—Nothing in the act contained 
is to be construed to authorize entries 
to be made or title to be acquired to 
the shore of any navigable waters 
within said district. 

Under the first limitatian the navi- 
gation company and every other per- 
son is prevented from locating more 
than 160 acres in one body. By the 
construction of the land department, 
as shown in the record, this requires 
a separation between any two entries 
by the same person or in the sume in- 
terest of a tract of forty acres. his 
would prevent the possibility of any 
one person or any one interest acquir- 
ing an entire tract like that of 12,800 
acres. 

Frontage Held by Government. 

The second limitation is important 
in that it prevents the entry of claims 
at any point on the shore having a 
x#reater frontage than balf a mile and 
requires that between that and the 
next claim taken up there shall be a 
frontage reserved to the public and 
kept in public control of a quarter of 
a mile. The consequence is that in 
the seven miles of the frontage of this 
eliminated tract there must be resery- 
ed for government contro! and use and 
such disposition as congress May see 
fit to make and free from private ap- 
propriation a frontage aggregating 
two and three-quarter miles und so 
distributed along the shore in front- 
ages of eighty rods as to make cer- 
tain of a public frontage of this width 
having all the advantage that any pri- 
vate frontage cun have. in other 
words, if a tract with a half mile 
frontage is located at a particularly 
advantageous place with reference to 
the harbor then on each side of that 
frontage must be reserved to the pub 
lic a frontage of a quarter of a mile, 
or a half mile in all, for public 

These two restrictions necessarily 
prevent a monopoly of land abutting 
on the shore, and as they necessarily 
prevent a 


uses. 


monopoly by any one lo- 
cator or in the interest of any com- 
for whom locators are acting 
they take away the motive for the ac- 


| quisition of land and frontage merely 


for the purpose of excluding other 
possible competitors 
and tend to confine locators to the ac- 
quisition of land to be protitable in its 
use. 

Since the executive order was _ is- 
sued, Oct. 28, 1910, there have been 
four locations under soldiers’ scrip, 
three of them of 160 rods each along 
the bay, separated by two divisions 
of eighty rods. I shall assume that 
all of them are in the interest of the 
Controller Rallway and Navigation 
company. None of them has been ap- 
proved or passed to patent, but I shall 
assume they can be passed to valid 
patent. 

Frontage Left Open. 

Of the shore frontage unlocated 
which may be appropriated by scrip 
there remain six frontages of 160 rods 
each on the shore of the tract opened 
by the executive order facing the bay 
and channel, and in addition at least 
two and three-quarter miles of front- 
age distributed in eleven eighty-rod 
strips, subject to public use and the 
disposition of congress. There is thus 
ample room for many other railroads 
to reach high water mark on Control- 
ler bay and there to acquire tracts 
for terminals. Of the 12.800 acres the 
entries in area have covered only 800 
acres, and all the rest is available for 
serip location under the provisions of 
the act. 

There is a third reason why the 
opening of this tract to settlement and 
limited private appropriations cannot 
lead to a monopoly in the Controller 
Bay company or any one else. The dis- 
tance from the dry land—i. e., the shore 
land—the Hne of high water mark—to 
the line of low water mark is betweeu 
two and three miles, and the distance 
to deeper water is about a Biile far- 
ther, making it necessary, if a harbor 
is to be reached and used, to con- 
struct a viaduct or trestle three or four 
miles long from the shore to the chan- 
nel. This tidal flat is owned by the 
Tnited States, and the acquisition un- 
der the public Jand laws of tracts on 
the shore abutting these tidal flats 
gives no right or title to those flats. 
This would be the law tf the statute 
was silent on the subject, but not only 
the statute of 1898 but also the amend- 
ing statute of 1903 expressly imposes 
ine restriction that no title or right 
can be obtained under the act in the 
shore of a navigable body of water

been demonstrated by the foregoing 


that no public interest has suffered | 


from its issue, that great good may 
eome from it and that no dishonest or 


improper motive is needed to explain | 
it I might, therefore, stop here; but, | 


rather, for the purpose of the moral

dicate the order, 1 propose to consider 
the attacks upon the order that bys- 
teria or rancor has prompted. 


Order Was Made Public. 

The charge has been made that this 
was a secret order and that though it 
was made in October, 1910, no one 
knew it until April, 1911. This is ut- 
terly unfounded. The statement of 
Mr. Vernon, the correspondent of the 
Post-Intelligencer of Seattle, a news- 
paper of wide circulation among a peo- 
ple most interested in Alaska, shows 
that ten days before the order was 
made news of the details of Ryan's 
application and the probability of its 
being granted was given wide public- 
ity. It further appears from the rec- 
ords of the interior department that 
the evening the order was signed, Oct. 
28, 1910, a full notice of the issue of 
the order and its details was furnish- 
ed by the department to all corre- 
spondents in the form of a news bul- 
letin. Finally the agent of the Asso- 
ciated Press certifies that at 7:23 p.m., 
Oct. 28, 1910, there was sent out by 
that association to all its newspaper 
cHents a telegram taken from a type- 
written statement issued by the in- 
terior department as follows: 

Washington, Oct. 28.—Approximately 12,- 
800 acres of land in the Chugach National 
forest, Alaska, have been restored by the 
president for disposition under appropri- 
ate land laws, according to information 
made public today by the interior depart- 
ment. These lands are situated on the 
coast Hne of Controller bay, {n southern 
Alaska, near the Cunningham claims, and 
have been found upon examination to be 
of Httle value for forestry purposes. 

It would be difficult to prepare an 
advertisement more informing to the 
public or more likely to attract the at- 
tention of all likely to desire acquisi- 
tion of land on Controller bay. On the 
20th the chief forester sent a telegram 
making a similar announcement to his 
district forester at Portland, Ore. 

The order has been attacked on the 
ground that it did not contain a pro- 
vision delaying its taking effect for 
thirty days after its publication, as 
orders restoring land to settlement by 
homesteaders frequently do. An ex- 
amination of the record furnishes an 
explanation of this feature of the or- 
der as made. When in October the 
two departments had agreed, with my 
aequiescence, that the order should be 
an elimination of only 320 acres an 
»aer describing the 320 acres, direect- 
ing its restoration to settlement and 
containing the usual provision post- 
poning its taking effect thirty days 
Was prepared in the forestry bureau 
and forwarded to the interior depart- 
ment. There it was deemed wiser to 
spread on the face of the order a spe- 
cific declaration that it was made to 
afford terminals for the Controller 
Railway and Navigation company, and 
as no one else was expected to inter- 
vene and take up any part of the elim- 
inated tract the restoration was made 
immediate. 

Approved by Secretary. 

The form thas amended was submit- 
ted to the secretary of agriculture, who 
expressed his preference for the im- 
mediiute restoration order through his 
solicitors memorandum on the face 
of the order, as follows:

London went to Lake Crescent with 
the avowed intention of remaining 
until he had captured a Beardslee | 
trout. Ior four days he went out in 
the morning and rowed back at night, 
ate his meals and retired to his tent. 
| Not a word was said. Guests saw 
him bring in strings of fine speckled 
and Dolly Varden trout, but not a 
Beardslee. 

Among. the guests was Alexander 
Pantages, who learned of London's 
great desire and planned to play a Lt- 
tle trick on the author. One morning 
he approached London at breakfast 
and offered to bet $195 against all the 
money London bad in his pockets that 
he would not catch a good Beardslee 
trout during his stay. 

London found $3, and they left the 
money with the innkeeper. In the 
flat bottomed boat assigned to each 
guest London rowed across the lake, 
fully five miles, and fished all day. 
His boat was fairly swamped with 
various species of trout and some nice 
landlocked salmon. But in spite of

In the destruction of these two in 
sects ,the most useful of the pollena 
tors, we lost the means that nature 
‘employs to fertilize the blossoms o 
the larger portion of our garden anc 
farm plants, except such as are fer 
tillzed by the wind, like corn an 
some grasses.

“Then Downing climbed into the 
Steeple of the statehouse and tied a 
| Tope to the clapper of the bell. Com-

| to pull with all our might, which we 
did. 
| “We were working away and the bell 
| had struck, so far as I can recall, about 
| ten or a dozen times when we noticed 
| a change in the tone. We kept on ring- 
| ing, though, but after awhile the stee- 
ple keeper noticed the difference too. 
Surmising that something might be 
| Wrong, he told us to stop pulling the 
rope. Then he climbed back into the

The passage of the agreement was 
effected by a combination of Demo- 
crats and regular Republicans. The 
progressives, with two exceptions, 
voted against it. Three Democrats, 


fastly opposed it. 

An understanding existed in advance 
between the president and leaders of 
the regular Republicans and Demo- 
crats that the reciprocity agreement 
passed without change. 
This proved a continual source of irri- 
tation to its opponents. 


Effect of the Agreement. 


The Canadian reciprocity agreement 
is expected to materially reduce the 
cost of living, although this may not be 
appreciable at the outset. Its purpose 
is to bring the necessaries of Mfe in 
greater quantities. The belief is that 
it will prevent higher prices and check 
the continual advance in foodstuffs. 

The agreement affects 91 per cent of 
the goods imported from Canada into 
the United States.

House Democrats Unan:mous 
In Favor of Conference on Wool 


PRESIDENTIAL VETO URGED 


Intimations That the 


Strong Presi- 


dent May Use His Power and End 
All Atempts to Revise Schedule K 
at the Present Time—House Now 
Busy With Cotton Tariff Revision— 
President Silent as to Attitude 


Washington, July 29.—Amid ap- 
plause the house received the new 
compromise woof bill from the sen- 
ate. No action was taken, the Dill 
being laid on the speaker's table and 
the cotton tariff revision debate pro- 
ceeded with. 

Democratic leaders in the house in- 
formally conferred over plans to meet 
the senate’s sudden move. General 
sentiment among the Democratic rep- 
resentatives early in the day seemed 
to favor a compromise between the 
La Follette bill as it passed the sen- 
ate and the house bill along the lines 
of 30 pereent ad valorem on raw 
wool. 

A Republican counter-move to con- 
cur with the senate bill was expect- 
ed. This, however, would be over- 
whelmingly voted down by the house. 
House Democrats are almost unani- 
mous in the belief that a Dill will 
be agreed upon in conference. 

Neither house has yet taken steps 
to name conferees or fix a time for 
conference. The members of the 
Democratic- Progressive Republican 
coalition are determined to have a 
majority of the senate conferees. 

Democratic Leader Underwood stat- 
ed that there probably would be no 
conference on the wool bill for two 
or three days. 

Leaders of the house assert that the 

{ only basis on which the house and 
senate can come to an agreement of 
a revision of the wool bill is a com- 
promise involving material conces- 
sions from the senate insurgents all 
atong the line. 

If Senator La Follette is willing to 
scale his duties on raw wool down to 
between 25 percent and 30 percent, 
with a corresponding decrease on the 
manufactures of wool, the house lead- 
ers will be willing to do business; 
| otherwise the house members of the 
conference committee will prefer to 
report to the house their inability to 
agree. 

President Taft was urged by general 
standpat Republican leaders of the 
senate and house to veto any wool re- 
vision bill that is likely to be agreed 
upon in the forthcoming conference 
on the house and La Follette com- 
promise woolen measures. 

While the president himself main- 
tains silence as to what course he will 
pursue if a wool revision bill is pre- 
sented to him, the intimations are 
stronger today that he will not hesi- 
tate to use the veto. This would put 
an end to all attempts to revise sched- 
ule K, and would serve as a deterrent 
to revision of other tariff schedules at 
this time. 


LABOR TO PROSECUTE

Washington, July 29.—Organized 
labor propeses to prosecute the Burns 
detective agency for its part in ar- 
resting the men charged with de- 
stroying with dynamite the newspa- 
per plant of the Los Angeles Times. 
In an appeal for funds with which 
to defend the alleged dynamiters at 
their forthcoming trial, issued by the 
American Federation of Labor, it is 
declared that every man who was con- 
nected with with the kidnapping of 
the McNamaras will be prosecuted to 

the full limit of the law.

Ottawa, July 31.—Obstruction by 
the opposition having made it clear 
that the government could not bring | 
the reciprocity bill to a vote in the | 
house of commons, 
rier recommended and Governor Gen- 
eral Earl. Grey dissolved parliament. 
Sir Wilfred Laurier announced that 
ithe election would be held on Thurs- 
'day, Sept. 21. Both sides expressed 
satisfaction at this prospect of a final 
| test of strength. 

If Sir Wilfred Laurier is returned 
to power parliament will be reas- 
sembled, the reciprocity bill passed 
and at an agreed date both the United 
States and Canada will put the neces- 
sary tariff changes Into effect. 

The conservative party’s headquar- 
iters will be situated in Ottawa. R. 
| L. Borden, the opposition leader, will 
{actively stump the eastern provinces. 
|He will issue a statement outlining 
| the conservative party’s position. The 
| government position will also be out- 
| lined publicly 
To keep faith with President Taft, 
|the government is taking its life in 
| its hand. Reeiprocity has been placed 
ahead of evecything else in the gov- 
ernmental program. 

The conservatives are making a big 
point of the fact that Mr. Geoffrion, 
chairman of the committee appoint- 
ed to irvestigate charges against 
Frank Oliver, minister cf the interior, 
gave assurances that the committee 
would meet again on Tuesday. The 
Conservatives will charge that the 
government stifled the inquiry by dis- 
solution. 

If the opposition wins a majority, 
which appears next to impossiblo 
|now, Mr. Borden will become pre- 
| mier, reciprocity will be dropped and 
Canada will remain a high tariff coun- 
try desirous of continuing the present 
tariff relations with the United States. 

These relations were criticised as 
unreasonable by nearly everybody in | 
Canada until the question became a 
(party issue. Her reciprocity over- 
tures having been rejected continu- 
ously since the Elgin treaty was abro- 
gated by the United States, in 1866, 
Canada had given up hope of closer 
trade relations. 

President Taft, realizing the ab- 
| surdity of such tariff barriers between 

two countries in which the conditions 
{of life, Industry and labor are so 
| similar, held forth the olive branch. 
'The Laurier government, being in| 
| power, “saw it first.” 
| According to the set rule of Cana- | 
| dian politics, this made it necessary 
that the Conservative party should op- 
pose it. The great 
manufacturing interests, which have 
a stake in the continuance of a high 
protective tariff, rushed to the sup- 
| port of the Conservatives. This en- 
couraged that party’s leaders to be- 
lieve they might turn the Laurier goy- 
ernment out.

Evotution of the Nursing Bottle. 

The original nursing bottle was a 
cow’s horn, to the small end of which 
were sewed two pieces of leutber, as a 
finger of a glove, and the infant drew 
its nourishment between the stitches. 
According to Dr. D. Forsyth, fifteenth 
century mothers used to nurse their 
babies for close upon three years. a 
duration still customary among’ the 
Japanese and Greenlanders. In the 
time of the Stuarts it had declined to 
between eighteen months and two 
years. In the time of the Georges it 
fell to one year, and now he reckoned 
the average as eight months. During 
the Hanoverian period the practice of 
feeding bables artificially became 
somewhat common. Cow’s milk was 
not then considered just the food for 
a baby deprived of its mother’s milk, 
and the substance called “pap” was 
introduced through the cow's horn. 
“Pap” was a mixture of crust soaked 
water and sugar.
